Two Didsbury women 
were among 40 people who 
were honored with national 
awards at a ceremony Satur¬ 
day. 

Anne Milne and Annie 
Pringle, two long-time Didsbury 
residents, were given the 
Canada 125 Commemorative 
Medal in recognition for their 
volunteer time and effort. 

Milne and Pringle and 38 
others from the federal riding of 
Wild Rose were honored with 
the medal which was struck 
earlier this year as part of the 
celebrations for Canada's 125th 
birthday. Worthy recipients 
from all over the country will be 
awarded the medal in similar 
ceremonies between now and 
the end of December. 

The awards ceremony, 
held Saturday at the Royal 
Canadian Legion in Airdrie, was 
hosted by Wild Rose MP Louise 
Feltham. Representatives from 
each municipality which nom¬ 
inated the recipients were on 
hand to say a few words about 
those chosen. 

Milne and Pringle were 
picked to receive the award by 
the Didsbury Town Council 
following a request from the 
federal government. Council 
was asked to pick two people 
who had made significant con¬ 
tributions to their community. 

Both Milne and Pringle 
have extensive volunteer ex¬ 
perience within Didsbury and 
the province. Milne was the 


first female elected to town 
council and served in the posi¬ 
tion from 1974 to 1986. She has 


also been involved in the 
Mount View Foundation, the 
Didsbury Police Commission, 


the Didsbury Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the Ag Society, the 
hospital, Didsbury Life Line, the 


Anglican Church, the Alberta 
Women's Institute and in vari-

Local enters leadership race

A local resident has thrown 
his hat into the race for the 
provincial PC party leadership. 

Lloyd Quantz, 45, made 
the announcement from the 
Alberta Legislature in Edmon¬ 
ton last week. 

Quantz, a long-time resi¬ 
dent who lives on the Tangle- 
wood Ranch on the southwest¬ 
ern edge of the town, said he 
hopes to light a “prairie fire” in 
his bid for Don Getty's job. 

"The leadership selection 


process of the PC party will 
change more things in govern¬ 
ment more quickly than any 
other action," Quantz said in a 
press release issued from his 
campaign office. "This is a 
wake up call and the beginning 
of the next election. Albertans 
should use this new direct vote 
to reconnect the grassroots 
with the Premier's office." 

Quantz, who is married 
and has two sons, throws his 
name in with 10 other candi¬ 
dates for the leadership race. 


He calls himself a “non-politi¬ 
cal" candidate, refering to his 
lack of experience as an elected 
official, but said believes he has 
the right stuff for the job based 
on his behind the scenes in¬ 
volvement with both the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

Quantz is an economist 
and currently owns and runs a 
Calgary company called Agri¬ 
trends Research Inc. He was 
Chairman of the Alberta Coun¬ 
cil of Local Development from 


1990-92, Chair of the Alberta 
Agriculture Development Cor¬ 
poration Mandate Review 
Committee from 1987-88, and a 
member of the federal task 
force on Farm Finance and 
Management from 1990-91. 

He has also been involved 
in a number of other commit¬ 
tees and boards focusing main¬ 
ly on agricultural and econom¬ 
ic issues. 

During his campaign, 
Quantz, said he plans to get 
Albertans looking at his 


economic revitalization plan 
which he said emphasizes the 
community and small business. 
As leader of the PC party, he 
said he wants to clear the dead- 
wood out of government and 
bring the Premier's office back 
to the people. 

“The actions of govern¬ 
ment must support the local 
decision making process and 
reduce red tape and duplica¬ 
tion," he said.

When U.S. Marines carried an upside down Canadian flag on¬ 
to the Atlanta baseball diamond, a great feeling of outrage and 
gloom flooded Canadian hearts. Deep outrage and dark gloom, but 
only slight surprise because we have come to expect our American 
cousins to know very little about us. The young American who 
hoisted the staff and halyard may have never before seen a Cana¬ 
dian flag and he may have been surprised to find that we even had 
one. What would a bunch of mukluk wearing, moose hunting 
dwellers of the permafrost know of heraldry anyway? 

I am sure it was an honest mistake and goodness knows the 
Americans apologized thoroughly. Right up to the President for 
heaven's sake. Whoever it was that made the decision to have the 
Marines come to Toronto, apologize again, and carry the flag right 
way up deserves a vote of thanks. That was a very good idea. Hav¬ 
ing the RCMP carry the Stars and Stripes (right way up) and Anne 
Murray sing, O Canada' was smart too. What could have been a 
nasty situation with proud citizens of both countries brawling in the 
stands, became at worst a major embarrassment and at best an op¬ 
portunity for several million Americans to recognize our flag. I felt 
proud to be a citizen of a country that could handle such a situa¬ 
tion without violence and bloodshed and when more Americans 
than Canadians bought upside down Stars and Stripes I was pleas¬ 
ed with the Americans too. They acknowledged their error with 
both sincerity and humor. 

Here is a partial list of rules regarding flags. If a flag is displayed 
during the singing of an anthem one should face the flag. The flag 
of any country should never be allowed to touch the ground when 
it is being handled. Nothing should be placed on the flag except 
the Bible and it should never be hung where it can be struck by a 
gavel or any other object. The flag should not be flown after dark. 
No flag should be hoisted on the same halyard beneath another 
one: this symbolizes conquest and capture, and flying a flag upside 
down signifies surrender and in some cases turns it into the flag of 
another country. When you display flags at a meeting, the flag is 
positioned slightly behind or even with the president and at the 
president's right, audience's left. Any other flag is at the audience's 
left and no flag should stand higher than that of the country you are 
in. These rules change if the flags are mounted on the floor and the 
president is seated above and behind them on a platform or stage. 
Then the national flag is displayed at the audience's right. I have no 
idea why that is, if you know a marine maybe you could ask him. 

When I had used my new dishwasher about five times I could 
no longer close the door to the detergent dispenser.

Hospital Corner 


HEALTH RECORDS DEPARTMENT 



The Health Records Department is the patient care 
information centre of the Mountain View Health Care 
Centre. The record that begins in the Admitting Depart¬ 
ment when a patient comes to the hospital as an Inpatient or as an Outpatient, 
comes to its final stop in the Health Records Department. This is the department 
where all of the records pertaining to patient care are located. Each patient has a 
unique identification number under which all records of inpatient or outpatient 
visits are filed. These records are available 24 hours a day for reference by the physi¬ 
cians and nurses who provide care to patients and residents within the facility. The 
records are also used to provide data for use in evaluating the quality of patient care, 
education and research, legal purposes, communication among the caregivers, 
government reporting and hospital services utilization. 

In order to ensure that each record is complete, the staff of the Health Records 
Department check every record to see that the reports of all investigations are on the 
file and that all required documentation has been completed before the record is fil¬ 
ed. The department processes approximately 20,000 individual records each year. 

Data collection that provides statistics to the Board of Trustees, Administration 
and to Alberta Health is carried out on a daily basis in this department. The statistics 
and patient care information that are provided may be used for planning of new pro¬ 
grams and services for the facility. Alberta Health uses the information provided to 
them to determine, in part, the funding required to provide patient care. Providing 
this type of information would be next to impossible without computerization. The 
program used by the Admitting Department and that used by the Health Records 
Department are linked so that it is not necessary to duplicate standard information 
for each patient. 

Maintaining the confidentiality of all information about patients is a very impor¬ 
tant factor in the way that the staff of the Health Records Department handle any re¬ 
quests we receive. Requests from police, lawyers and insurance companies, as well 
as other agencies must be accompanied by the written authorization from the pa¬ 
tient before we release any information from the record. 

The staff in the Health Records Department also serve as Deputy District 
Registrars, and these duties include registering births and deaths with the Depart¬ 
ment of Vital Statistics. Transcription services for the Medical Staff are also provid¬ 
ed by the staff in this area. The Department also handles the bookings for our con¬ 
sulting specialists in urology and gerontology.

New trespass program announced 


Albertans are very fortunate 
to enjoy a broad range of outdoor 
recreational opportunities such 
as hunting, fishing, hiking, and 
cross-country skiing Many of 
these activities take place on 
privately owned or controlled 
land, near large urban centres. 
Conflicts become inevitable when 
people use privately-owned pro¬ 
perty without consulting the 
landholder 

The most common complaint 
has been against hunters.’ They 
have traditionally been accused 
of leaving gates open, harassing 
livestock, driving over crops, 
littering, and shooting near 
occupied buildings As these 
types of occurrances become 


more common, landholders quite 
predicatably post their land and 
withdraw access to all recreation¬ 
al users Confrontations have 
also occurred. All complaints of 
trespass to a Fish and Wildlife 
office are investigated and 
prosecution under the Wildlife 
Act or Petty Trespass Act often 
results. 

In response to the growing 
concerns over access to private 
land expressed by both outdoor 
recreationslists and land-holders, 
the Alberta Fish and Wildlife 
Division has designed the "USE 
RESPECT" program The "USE 
RESPECT" program is based on

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CWB responds to pooling concerns 


Farmers have no reason for 
concern that the larger-than- 
normal crop of lower quality 
wheat this year will affect final 
returns for top quality milling 
wheat, the Canadian Wheat 
Board said 

The CWB was responding to 
enquiries from farmers concern¬ 


ed about a recent news release 
from the Western Canadian 
Wheat Crowers Association The 
association said higher market 
prices for top milling wheat may 
not be reflected in final payments 
if they are used to offset weaker 
prices for lower grades in the 
wheat pool 


The initial payment struc¬ 
ture for all wheat grades is 
determined at the beginning of 
the crop year after a full 
evaluation of market and price 
potential The initial payment 
level for the base grade is then 
established basis this evaluation 
The initial payments for all other 


grades including the lower 
grades are then set in relation to 
the base grade The differences 
in the initial payment levels 
between the other grades and the 
base grade are called price 
spreads. 

Some farmers have express¬ 
ed concern that an abundance of 


lower quality wheat this year 
could result in final realized 
prices for the lower grades not 
being as high as the initial 
payment now being paid But the 
CWB said the price spreads, 
which are currently in effect, are 
such that there is no reason to be 
concerned that final payments for 
the top grades will not fully 
reflect revenues from sales of top 
grades

Water Valley seeks to preserve old school 


By Kathy Parsons 

With the past seeming to 
vanish so fast and the future so 
uncertain, Water Valley resi¬ 
dents have banded together to 
preserve the Water Valley School 
building .by having it declared a 
historical site. 

The first step in this process 
is filling out forms and returning 
them to the Historical Site 
Committee in Edmonton "We're 
doing the research to get its' full 
history and see if we meet their 
criteria," said Betty Lewis who 
sits on the committee pursuing 
historical site status. 

Standing at what is now the 


main intersection of the budding 
community, the Water Valley 
School dates back to 1926. The 
original structure was a typical 
one room school that doubled as 
the community centre, church 
and Sunday School room 

While much has changed 
since then, the building still 
remains a vital part of the 
community. True to its' teaching 
heritage, drama, judo, arts, 
crafts and dance are still learned 
within its' walls. 

It holds the library and 
playschool as well as being the 
meeting place of the Chinook 
Arts Association who holds the 


lease on the building In fact, it is 
commonly referred to as the 
Chinook Arts Building. 

It was modified in 1946 with 
an addition, basement and big 
windows. As recently as 1983, 
major renovations were done that 
included a new roof and indoor 
plumbing 

Although Water Valley has a 
newer community hall with all 
the amenities, the "Old School" 
is still a major facility and 
somewhat of a landmark for local 
residents. 

"It's part of the history here 
and it will continue to be so as 
long as we ensure it is safe," said 


Lewis. Fears have arisen of late 
that someone might be tempted 
by big development dollars to sell 
the land and doom the old 
structure to the scrap heap 

Because of recent issues 
regarding development in Water 
Valley, people became aware that 
the building stood on land that is 
zoned for commercial develop¬ 
ment. Due to the fact this land 
also sits right on the main 
intersection of the hamlet, it is al¬ 
so a prime commercial location. 

The Water Valley Commun¬ 
ity Association, who owns the 
land and building, and the 
Chinook Arts Association got 


together to see what could be 
done to safeguard the school's 
future forever. 

Gaining public support for 
the declaration is also part of the 
process to gain historical site 
status. A public meeting has 
been set for November 5th at 8:00 
p.m. to measure support "We 
want the community to come 
forward and say whether we 
should proceed or not," explain¬ 
ed Lewis. "Those of us involved 
with the building feel its essential 
to preserve it, we just need the 
community to show its support 
and we can take this one step 
further.

Besides specific instruction 
to the residence, information like 
the size and location of all 
buildings, utility shut-offs, water 
sources and locations of poten¬ 
tially explosive or flammable 
materials are stored. "When a 
call comes in," explained See¬ 
hawer, "we know within seconds 
exactly what we are facing 
because we took the time to map 
everything out beforehand." 

Seehawer's involvement 
with the fire department doesn't 
end here however. Being an 
experienced welder, he helped 


transform a one ton truck 
donated by Nova into the 
specially equipped Fire and 
Rescue Unit that is the pride of 
the department He is also an 
experienced mechanic so his skill 
in maintaining and repairing 
their vehicles is indispensible 
About receiving the award, 
Seehawer says he's a little 
overwhelmed. "I'm just one of a 
team who has putln many hours. 
All the guys have worked as hard 
to better the tire department and 
they are just as deserving. I'm 
honored and believe perhaps my 
wife should get a piece of this 
medal too, for patience and all 
the hours I've spent at the fire 
hall and not at home." 



responsibilities on the various 
boards and committees they must 
sit on as part of their municipal 
duties. Howells reports he has 
taken on the Solid Waste 
Management Committee and the 
Mountain View Foundation while 
Roberts took on both the 
Regional and Municipal Planning 
Commissions.

We have 
nothing to cut as our amenties 
are just the essentials and we 
can't raise taxes." 

Councillor Howells agrees 
and firmly believes that long 
range planning will help put 
Cremona on the right track. "We 
must set firm goals and work 
towards them," he said. 

Whether Cremona residents 
were looking for a fresh change of 
wind or not, it certainly appears 
as if things are going to start 
happening. As one resident 
summed it up, "Overall, I think 
we've elected a good team They 
compliment each other well and 
are certainly enthusiastic."

This innocence counted for 
little however in Columbus' 
ultimate assessment of them 
October 12, 1492 . . . "They do 
not bear arms, and do not know 
force. I showed them a sword, 
they took it by the edge and cut 
themselves out of ignorance. . 
They would make fine servants, I 
believe they could easily be made 
Christians, for they appeared to 
have no idols. Cod willing, when 
I make my departure I will bring 
half a dozen back to their 
Majesties . Should your 

majesties command it, all the 
inhabitants could be taken away 
to Castile, or made slaves on the 
island. With 50 men we could 
subjugate them all and make 
them do whatever we want." 

When the Spanish departed 
the New World, they had about 2 
dozen captives on board the 2 
ships (the Santa Maria had sunk 
on Christmas Eve, having run 
aground while Columbus slept). 
Two hundred and twenty four 
days after he had left, Cristobal 
Colon was back in the port of 
Palos
